Sometimes he's "rescuing" his eccentric Mama, or 
saddled with his precocious neighbor Little Suzy, but usually he's out in the world 
on his own, encountering new foils for his hubris - whether it be a sexy girl, a 
tough guy or an ingenious animal. 


Johnny’s hare brain schemes usually fail. Sometimes he succeeds accidentally. 
Either way it's entertaining. We root for him to win, but we enjoy seeing him get 
his comeuppance when he fails. 


Johnny is endearing. Even at his narcissistic worst, Johnny s charm, single- 
mindedness and playfulness practically force you to love him. 


And that's all he really wants. 
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THE SETTING 


Johnny lives in the somewhat nondescript town of Aron City. It has all the 
trappings of a larger city, it's just that the pace is slower. This helps to accentuate the 
outlandishness of Johnny Bravo. In Aron City, you might say he s a bit of a bull in 

a china shop. 


Not every episode takes place in Aron City, though, because a character as big and 
brash as Mr. Bravo will not be bound by silly city limits. In fact, Johnny finds 
himself all over the world... usually in some very precarious and hilarious 

situations. 


The one major fantasy element in Johnny's world is that the animals talk. They 
have the ability to stand up on their hind legs, they have opposable thumbs, and 
some are even smarter than Johnny. However, this doesn’t mean you 11 find 
elephants serving sodas in a soda shop. The animals will be seen in traditional roles 
- in the wild, at the zoo, as pets, or in the circus. Unless they escape, of course. 
Johnny is oblivious to their status - he sees animals, like everyone else, as just 
another help or hindrance to whatever quest he's currently driven to pursue.

At first glance, Johnny Bravo is an impressive individual. He has an 
incredible physique complete with deluxe muscles, chiseled features and a 
fabulous wedge of golden blond hair. He looks like he was bom and raised 
on Muscle Beach... however, looks can be deceiving. 


The fact is, Johnny used to be a ninety eight pound weakling. But this 
weakling had a dream. Johnny knew if he worked hard enough at perfecting 
himself, he could be exactly what he wanted to be - a chick magnet. 


As part of his plan, Johnny answered a lot of those ads you might see in the 
back of magazines. By reading books like "How To Meet Women, What To Say 
To Girls" and "The 'What's Happening To My Body Book For Boys, Johnny 
leams it's best to be politically correct. He just doesn't know what 
politically correct means. 


While Johnnv may not be the best trained Don Juan, he does truly try to help 
women and,'at times, his intentions are even appreciated -- like when he offers to 
help a zookeeper find a lost gorilla or a girl win a dance-a-thon contest.

please. 
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Mama, or Bunny Bravo, is a sweet, eccentric woman with a gigantic enthusiasm 
for life. Completely project oriented, she throws herself head first into any ho y, 
mission or goal, steamrollering through it with infinite energy. 


On the occasions when she throws her immeasurable enthusiasm into .improving 
her son, there's no escape for Johnny. She loves Johnny, and when shes inclined to 
help him find the right woman, change the way he dresses, or adjust the meaner: u 
which he treats ladies - it’s a disaster in the making. She s an irresistible force, and 
Johnny is an immovable object. 


In the same wav Johnny wants to be the best at everything, he wants to be the best 
son. He is incapable of denying his mama's whims - whether it means taking her 
camping, traveling to the country to help her brother, or baby sit all her mends Kids. 
What Mama wants, Mama gets, regardless of whether Johnny can provide it or not. 


Johnny not only caters to his Mama, he's also extremely protective of her. Even 
though Mama is quite capable, and can take care of herself, Johnny assumes she s 
helpless without him. And, of course, whenever he tries to fix things, they 
usually get much worse before they get better.

With big eves, an innocent voice and precocious manner, she's forever wrangling 
her way into Johnny's adventures. And Johnny, being the perfect neighbor he is, 
can never seem to free himself of her. 


In a wav, she's the Dennis the Menace to Johnny's Mr. Wilson- always popping up 
at the worst times. Her arrival adds another level of difficulty to whatever Johnny s 
attempting to do: be it climb a mountain, beat a martial artist or pick up a chick. It 
Johnnv is teetering at the edge of the cliff, she'll bound into his arms to say Hi! 
Watcha doin?," and send both of them hurtling into the abyss. 

She has the ability to call Johnny's bluff, which makes her even more irntatingand 
unsettling to Johnny. She knows Johnny's not perfect, and he Knows she knows it. 
When she's around, the whole world can see Johnny as the child he truly is. 
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THE STORIES 


Sure JOHNNY BRAVO stories deal with Johnny as an egotistical, woman-chasing 
kind of suv. But Johnny's deeper than that and the stories will reflect it. It's Johnny 
quest for perfection that motivates him and drive the stories - whatever adventure 

Johnny finds himself in. 


If Johnny's mom needs something, he will go to any ridiculous length to oblige her. 
If she's learning to skv dive, Johnny will jump out of the plane without a parachute 
to get to the ground first and cushion her landing. If she wakes a hibernating bear, 
Jolmny will take it upon himself to try and put the giant creature back to sleep. 


If Johnnv is trying to impress a new woman, he will try to be the perfect man to 
snare her, but it's almost always misdirected. If she's a vegetarian, hell serve the 
perfect steak. If she’s literate, and feminist, he’ll read her limericks from one ot ms 

pick up books. 

Everything Johnny does, regardless of the situation, puts him a little further from 
his goal. 

Johnny has a tremendous sense of loyalty to his family, and a misguided sense 
of chivalry towards women. He will always step up to the plate to e p is 
Mama, or a damsel in distress... whether they need him or not. 


Even though Johnny Bravo is a one man army, each character around him is a 
chink in his armor and a window into his vulnerability. Mama Little Suzy 
and all the characters he encounters bring more trouble into Johnny s life 
than he can handle. 


Whether Johnny gets squashed, rejected, or burned to a crisp, he always comes back 
with a clumsy, big-hearted attempt to get back in the game.
